Enterprise). The worsshops were modernized after the war. 


&« The shops only make repairs The boiler foundry disassembles, repairs, and 
assembles locomotives. The work-norm is 11 locomotives per month. This 
shop has. six drill presses, one large main turning lathe » Five other turning 

- lathes. The regular skilled foree is 120 men. 


3« The number of employees in all the shops is about 4,000, of whom 200 are 
Greek refugees.

In addition, many of the former employees 
sye back in military service and the replacements are in néed of extensive 
training.

The workers get a mid-day meal consisting of soup, meat, and vegetables, for 
2.50 forint per day. Yearly, each employee receives an outfit of work 


clothes. 
The shops have their own fire brigade, the personnel of which is armed at night. 
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
